Summer will transform to 
autumn next week for Dansville, 
Wayland and Nunda students. 

While the change in season will 
not officially arrive until later in 
September, vacation routine will 
be over for young people Wednes- 
day morning when they report for 
another school year.

There will be the familiar sight 
of yellow school buses and more 
than the usual streams of bicycles 
and walking students as the 
young people report for a full-day 
schedule in each of the four public 
school buildings and St. Mary’s 
School here. 

About 1,840 students are expec- 
ted to enroll in the public schools 
andj240 in St. Mary’s School. 

Bus routes have been planned 
and in most cases will follow the 
same as last year. 


St. Mary’s School 
To Open New Term 


Five new teachers will join 
other faculty members in greeting 
176 kindergarten through eighth 
grade students and 63 pre- 
schoolers at St. Mary’s School in 
Dansville next week. 

Anne Sentiff will begin her first 
year as school principal, replacing 
Katherine Bacon. Miss Sentiff 
taught kindergarten at St. Mary’s 
last year and previous to that was 
a seventh and eighth grade in- 
structor at the school. 

New to the staff this year are 
Miss Kelly Werth who will teach 
third grade, Mrs. Sharon 
Churchfield who will teach fourth 
grade, Miss Diana Oravec who 
will teach fifth grade, Mrs. Yolla 
Sakr who will teach French, and 
Mrs. Shirley Wildrick, who will 
teach religion. 


Returning faculty are Miss 
Elissa Gielen, junior high; Mrs. 
Kathleen Webster, sixth grade; 
Mrs. Julie Guillaume, kindergar- 
ten; and Mrs. Lucinda Brock, pre- 
school. Mrs. Kathleen Nagle 
returns as the kindergarten aids 
and Mrs. Christina Wright and 
Mrs. Ratsy Cady will assist in the 
pre-school. 

Providing special services for 
St. Mary’s will be Mrs. Barbara 
Fuhrman, secretary; Sister Fran- 


ces Macalusa, librarian; Mrs. 
Janice Roth, instrumental music 
and piano; Mrs. Lynda Kemp, 
nurse; Mrs. Sharon Dailey, 
psychologist. 

Students in grades kindergar- 
ten through eighth will report 
next Wednesday, at 8 a.m. 
Children should go to their new 
classrooms with seventh and 
eighth grade students both report- 
ing to the eighth grade classroom. 
Parents of new kindergarten 
students are asked to pin the 
identification tags, including 
name and bus number on their 
child for the first week of school. 

School hours for those in kin- 
dergarten through eighth grade 
will be from 8:10 a.m. until 2:15 
p.m. The pre-school program will 
begin Sept. 14, Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday for four year olds 
and Sept. 15, Tuesday and 
Thursday for three year olds. 
These sessions will operate from 9 
a.m. to 11 a.m. and from noon to 2 
p.m. 

The faculty will report Tuesday 
at 9 a.m. for orientation sessions. 

Rev. Andrew Teuschel will 
celebrate a special opening of 
school liturgy on Wednesday at 
9:30 a.m. Parents and friends are 
invited to participate. 


Teachers will get an early start 
on the new year. The day before 
students arrive, administrators 
will greet the faculty at an or- 
ganizational meeting when the 
calendar and classroom proce- 
dures will be outlined. Building 
faculty meetings also will be cón- 
ducted. St. Mary's faculty will 
have an orientation session 
Tuesday under the direction of 
Anne Sentiff who begins her first 
year as principal of the ry a 
school. 

This will mark the fifth year for 
Schools Superintendent Donald 
Bartalo. Returning as principals 
are George Goodwin in the Senior 
High, Robert Hilliard in the 
Junior High, Nancy Hussey in the 
Elementary School and Bonnie 
Trippi in the Primary School. 


The projected enrollment in the 
public schools shows 441 in the 
Primary, 510 in the Elementary, 
421 in the Junior High and 465 in 
the Senior High. St. Mary’s will 
register 176 in grades kindergar- 
ten through eighth and another 
63 in the Pre-school there. 


As in the past, many Senior 
High pupils from Dansville, 
Wayland and Nunda will spend 
part of each day attending classes 
in the Charles G. May Center at. 
Mt. Morris which is operated by 
the Board of Cooperative Educa- 
tional Services (BOCES). 


On opening day, students in the 
lower grades will report to their 
assigned rooms. Those in the 
Junior High and Senior High will 
go directly to their homerooms. 
Teachers will be on duty in each 
building to assist those who do not 


„know their assignment. 


The cafeteria staff under the 
direction of Wixee Furnish will be 
busy on opening day, preparing 
lunches which will be transported 
from the elementary building to 
the various schools as in the past. 
Edward Acomb will. begin his 
seventh year as the district’s 
transportation supervisor.

pletion of their run scheduled to 
have ended last Friday. 

They left here with pledges of 
about $100 raised among local 
postal workers and promises of 
additional contributions for the 
Alzheimer Association. 

Before embarking for the 
remainder of their trip, VanEtten 
said that by their journey’s end 
they will have raised more than 
$25,000 for the association’s 
cause. 

The two riders averaged about 
80 miles a day. At one point, they 
were at 18,182 feet on Trail Ridge 
Road in Rocky Mountain National 
Park. 

While traveling through the 
mountains, the bikers, on a down 
hill ride, reached a speed of more 
than 51 miles an hour. Before that 
their fastest rate was 48 miles an 
hour. 

They pedaled in 100-degree 
weather through Kansas and Mis- 
souri when authorities were ur- 
ging people to stay inside with 
their air conditioners on. 

VanEtten carried with him pre- 
addressed envelopes for mailing 
contributions, and on leaving 
Dansville left an address with 
VanDerwerken for additional con- 
tributions.
